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Civic Federation Urges 
Strong Army and Navy 


The conference of the National Civic 
Federation, held at the Astor Hotel, New 
York city, Nov. 10 and 11, was highly im- 
portant from the viewpoints of the Army 
and the Navy. 

The fifty-five organizations represent- 
ineluded the American Bankers’ As- 


sociation, the American Defense Society, 
the American Federation of Labor, the 
American Legion, General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, National Education As- 
sociation, National Fraternal Congress, 
National Security League, National So- 
ciety Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, the Navy League, Sons of the 
American Revolution, the United Engi- 
neers’ Society, Women’s Relief Corps, Re- 
serve Officers’ Association of the United 
States, the Military Order of the Loyal 
Legion of the United States and the Mili- 
tary Order of the World War, National 
Council of Traveling Salesmen and Farm- 
ers’ Educational and Co-operative Union 
of America. 

The conference was presided over alter- 
nately by Samuel Gompers, president of 
the American Federation of Labor, and 
Col. John Ross Delafield, president of the 
2d Corps Area Chapter of the Reserve 
Officers’ Association of the United States, 
and chief of the New York Ordnance Dis- 
trict. 

The general tone of the meeting was 
favorable to the Army and Navy. Gen- 
eral Pershing was the principal speaker 
of the conference. He presented his argu- 
ments for national defense in a convinc- 
ing manner. Brig. Gen. H. J. Reilly, 
president of the Reserve Officers’ Associa- 
tion of the United States, also spoke for 
national defense and attacked Represen- 
tative Anthony and other Congressmen 
who have been doing all in their power to 
— the Army and Navy in Congress. 

e conference went on record as favor- 
ing an Army of 13,000 officers and 150,000 
enlisted men, and a Navy which would 
really assure us equality in sea power 
with Great Britain. 

The opinion of the conference, as a 
whole, was fairly well crystalized in the 
following resolutions in regard to the 
Army and Navy: 

The Army Resolution. 


Whereas, the National Civie Federation as- 
sembled at a conference held in New York city, 
Nov. 11, 1922, is composed of representative 
patriotic societies of the United States deeply 
ee with our national welfare and safety,

Whereas, the Congress of the United States 
has for the first time in the history of our coun- 
try given us a definite military policy in the 
—_ of the amended National Defense act, 
an ° 

Whereas, there exist in this country a num- 
ber of individua’s and societies with the avowed 
purpose of bringing about disarmament of this 
country under the mistaken idea that righteous- 
ness disarmed need not fear attack, and 

Whereas, the amended National Defense act 
gives a definite program to which every loyal 
citizen can offer his fu'lest support without 
~~ militarism, or excessive expenditures, 
an 

Whereas, Congress at its last session reduced 
the Army te a maximum of 125,000 enlisted 
men and 12,000 officers, which numbers ‘have 
been stated by the high authorities in charge 
of the War Department, and who carried the 
war to a successful conclusion, as being in- 
sufficient for the purpose of adequately train- 
ing the National Guard and the citizens’ reserve 
element under the provisions of the National 
Defense act, which training they stated to be 
the priwary mission of our small Regular Army; 

Therefore, be it resolved, that thic Convention 
of the National Civic Federation express in pub- 
lic to the Congress of the United States, and 
likewise to the people of the United States, 
that the time has arrived when every citizen 
in public and private life must definitely stand 
by this act and insure its execution through 
proper apprepriations, or be considered as one 
of those who do not stand for adequate national 
defense of the United States of America. 

Be it further resolved, that the Congress of 
the United States be urged to the further sup- 
port of the said National Defense act by making 
appropriations as recommended by the President,

The Navy Resolution. 


It was considered significant that Sam- 
uel Gompers, president of: the American 
Federation of Labor, was in the chair 
when the Navy resolution was passed. 

Whereas, at the Washington Conference for 
the Limitation of Armament the United States 
endeavored to obtain agreement with the Brit- 
ish Empire, Japan, France and Italy for the 
limitation as between tuose five Powers of the 
several aggregate tonnages of their capital 
ships, aircraft carriers, cruisers, destroyers 
— submarines in the ratio of 5-5-3-1.75-1.75, 
an Sse. 

Whereas, certain Powers, though they sub- 
scribed to the agreement to limit capital ships 
and aircraft carriers in the ratio of 5-5-3-1.75- 
1.75, over nine months ago, have not yet rati- 
fied the Treaty to this effect—which the United 
States promptly did—and 

Whereas, it seems appropriate that while 
awaiting for a reasonable period, the complete 
ratification of said Treaty, the United States 
should adhere in operative practice to its 
spirit, 

Now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, that this Convention of the Na- 
tional Civic Federation express in public to 
the Congress of the United States, and like- 
wise to the people of the United States, the 
considered conviction that pending and after 
the complete ratification of said Treaty, the 
United States Navy should be maintained actu- 
ally and in every essential respect on the 
basis of equality with that of Great Britain 
and five-thirds the strength of that of Japan. 

And in pursuance of this general policy be 
it further and more specifically 

Resolved, that, not only the battleship force 
but the cruisers, destroyers, submarines and 
other auxiliary vessels, the naval air force, the 
officer and enlisted personnel and the shore es- 
tablishments of the United States Navy should 
be maintained actually on a basis of not less 
than equality with those of Great Britain and 
five-thirds the strength of Japan, and that 
means should be provided for the constant 
training and exercise of the Naval Establish- 
ment of the United States as a whole, so that 
the United States Navy, as a whole, be actu- 
ally and at all times as effective as that of 
Great Britain and five-thirds as strong as that 
of Japan. 


Weeks Discusses Peace 
Activities of the Army 


A comprehensive and enlightening dis- 
cussion of the peace activities of the Army 
was made in a speech delivered by Secre- 
tary of War Weeks before the Boston 


Chamber of Commerce at its annual din- 
ner on Nov. 14. The Secretary justified 
the existence of the Army by its peace 
activities. He showed that it has always 
been 2 leader in the progress of the na- 
tion in almost every walk of life. 

The Secretary brought out the rather 
startling fact that the nation spends more 
on chewing gum than it dees on national 
defense. 

The Secretary began by discussion of 
what the Army has done for the health of 
the Nation. He then followed the Army 
as it led the nation in the development of 
the West, not only in the defense of the 
settlers, but in building the railroads for 
the development of the country. He called 
attention to the fact that not only did the 
Army engineers survey the _ transconti- 
nental railroads, but most of the trunk 
lines of New England. Out of the Civil 
War, the Secretary explained, grew our 
present telegraph system. Most of the 
older telegraphic lines were originally 
military lines. The Secretary called at- 
tention in this connection to the work the 
Signal Corps is now doing in the develop- 
ment and improvement of the equipment 
for telegraph, telephone and radio. 

Extremely interesting was the Secre- 
tary’s reference to the Chemical Warfare 
Service. He told how poisonous gases 
were now being used for commercial pur- 
poses and how in this activity, like all 
others, the Army is leading the country 
inte new lines of development. Even the 
sieel industry, which is admitted to be 
one of the greatest sources of wealth for 


this country, received its first inspiration 
fer general development from the Army 
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during the Civil War, said the Secretary. 

The Secretary showed that the Weather 
Bureau was a development of the Army. 
Even now it is co-operating with the War 
Department in furnishing reports tos the 
country. The Secretary described how 
the Army has always responded to the 
call of the country in great floods and 
other disasters. Not only has the Army 
as an institution made these great contri- 
butions to the welfare of the nation, the 
Secretary pointed out, but it has fur- 
nished leaders in the civilian activities of 
the affairs of the nation. 

In reply to the question, “Why cannot 
some other agency do all of this work?’ 
the Secretary said: 

“I reply that neither the Government 
nor any individual could afford to main- 
tain a great-pioneer organization with no 
other functions. Such benefits can come 
only from the work of an organized and 
trained public foree which can produce 
them virtually as by-products, and _ still 
perform its primary tasks. About the 
middle of last April, the Mississippi river 
rose to the point of threatening disaster 
to thousands of families along its banks. 
It was apparent that there was no organ- 
ization other than the Army that could 
drop its routine tasks and handle such an 
emergency. The War Department had 
experienced this situation in the past. It 
was necessary only to put the existing 
machinery into motion. Commanding gen- 
erals of corps areas were advised of the 
situation and they made arrangements for 
utilizing troops that might be necessary. 
Our fears were not realized. The danger 
passed. There was an excellent illustra- 
tion, however, of the potential value of an 
organization like ours.” 

Discussing the general military policy 
of the country, the Secretary said: 

“You may not be aware that by the act 
of June 4, 1920, a definite military policy 
was adopted, based’ on the lessons of the 
World War, and that this program is the 
first permanent military policy the United 
States has ever had. The War Depart- 
ment is devoting itself very enthusiasti- 
cally to the execution of the terms of this 
project, and the Secretary of War is 


charged with the responsibility for its 
proper administration. Under the _ re- 
quirements of law he has, however, an 


additional duty to urge upon our people 
a continued attention to their need for 
defensive preparation. In attempting to 
defend the activities of the department in 
this respect, I explain that what we ad- 
vocate is really a most conservative policy 
ef insurance against war and internal dis- 
turbance. When called upon, as I fre- 
quently am, to defend myself against the 
charge of militarism, I reply that I have 
no greater fondness for war than I have 
for fire, theft, murder, disease, and bank- 
ruptey; yet I continue to urge the degree 
of insurance against the one that is recog- 
nized by most business men as sane policy 
of insurance against the others. It then 
is pointed out that the insurance offered 
is .of the participating type. The invest- 


ment in national defense has always 
brought full returns to the country in 
the physical and sanitary training of 


young citizens and in the evnstructive ac- 
complishments of the War Department 
and its personnel. The question is some- 
times asked, ‘Why do Americans need this 
physical and sanitary training’? I reply, 
of course, that our experiences with the 
drafted men during the late war disclosed 
the alarming truth that approximately 
fifty per cent. of our young men have 
physical defects, many of which would 
eventually prove disabling and most of 
which could easily be corrected by physi- 
eal training and instruction, which is usu- 
ally followed by the comment, ‘Well, I 
didn’t know that.’”

The ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL, after 
reading the large number of excellent let- 
ters received from non-commissioned offi- 
cers With their various recommendations 
for improvement of the morale of the Army 
by changes in the retirement laws, sug- 
gests that the non-commissioned officers 
write to their Congressmen, and also that 
they urge their friends to write to their 
Congressmen in the interest of a twenty- 
five-year retirement bill. The elimination, 
by the act. of Aug. 24, 1912, of further 
computation of double time for foreign 
service makes the plea for a twenty-five- 
year retirement bill more than ever rea- 
sonable. 

Men who have ideas of amendments that 
will improve the measures should present 
them to their Congressmen and to the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. 

It will not be possible to print all the 
letters that are coming in to this paper 
on the subjects of demotion and retire- 
ment, but the JOURNAL will be gla@ to 
have them continued, nevertheless, for all 
such letters will be read by the editor, that 
he may learn the views and wishes of the 
enlisted personnel, and that the ARMy AND 
Navy JOURNAL may be better fitted to 
map out a program of legislative urge that 
may result in the enactment of laws both 
helpful to the scheme of national defense 
and satisfactory to the enlisted men of the 
Army. 

The proposed bills as they stand are by 
no means perfect. Amendments are like- 
ly to be made, for instance, to the Fish 
bill, so that its provisions will be more 
definite as to the retired pay of the vari- 
ous grades, in order that there may be a 
su ety of higher retired pay for the higher 
grades than for the lower. 

In the bill for retirement after twenty- 
five years without any deduction or contri- 
bution from the enlisted man’s pay there is 
sure to be an effort made to retain for 
those who have heretofore earned it the 
double-time credit toward retirement, so 
that this credit may count in twenty-five- 
year retirement the same as it would un- 
der present law for thirty-year retirement.

Would Modify the Fish Bill. 


To THE Epitor: 

A great deal is being said at this time 
concerning the possible reduction of sur- 
plus non-commissioned officers on Dec. 31, 
1922, and the solution usually offered as a 
remedy for this very serious condition is, 
“Get behind the Fish bill.” 

Those who have given this bill any seri- 
ous consideration find it to be just what it 
is called—a fish bill, in fact, too fishy in 
its present form to receive the O.K. of 
Congress. 

I wonder if Representative Fish under- 
stands that should his bill become a law 
all enlisted men of the Navy and Marine 
Corps would flock to the Army as soon as 
they had completed their twenty-five years 
in those Services for the privilege of re- 
tirement on increased pay, and I wonder 
if he has not already thought it would be 
a better plan to include in his bill all Ser- 





vices in which time counts at present for 
retirement. 

If we ever needed a twenty-five-year re- 
tirement bill we need it now, and in order 
that there may be no dissension or hag- 
gling, let us make it clear-cut, definite, to 
the point and stripped of all frills and trim- 
mings. This can be done by modifying 
the present Fish bill to include all Ser- 
vices and excluding all reference to in- 
creased pay. Congress will be looking for 
sufficient faults and flaws to enable it 
to disapprove the bill. Why should we 
present it with the stick that will break 
our own necks?

House Sub-Committee Secretly Shaping U.S. Naval Policy 


By E. B. Johns, Washington Correspondent 


With the opening of the hearings be- 
fore the Navy Department sub-committee 
on Nov. 14, the House Committee on Ap- 
propriations continued its secret system 
of handling the defenses of the nation. It 
should be realized that upon the amount 
of money appropriated by Congress de- 
pends the strength of the Navy. Yet the 
sub-committee of which Representative 
Kelley of Michigan is chairman conducted 
Its proceedings in secret in shaping the 
naval policy of the nation. 

Efforts on the part of the newspaper 
correspondents to secure an outline or any 
of the details of the statement which 
Secretary Denby made to the committee 
were met with a refusal from the head of 
the Navy Department. The Secretary 
stated frankly that it was against the 
policy of the committee to discuss what 
had taken place during the hearing. He 
said that, owing to the request of the 
members of the committee, he did not feel 
that he should give out a statement. The 
Secretary said that he had agreed to 
comply with the requirements of the Bu- 
Teau of the Budget, but thai he was not 
at liberty to make public the budget 
estimates.

The sub-committee of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Appropriations conducted open 
hearings last session and will probably do 
so this session. These hearings, however, 
come late in the session, when there is 
generally a legislative jam absorbing the 
public attention and accounts of the 
progress of naval legislation are crowded 
out of the papers. 


Throttling Free Public Discussion. 


It is evident that the secret proceedings 
of the House Appropriations’ Committee 
are carried on to discourage the public 
discussion of military and naval affairs. 
The pacifists in the House do not court 
public discussion of national defense ques- 
tions. They cannot fneet the issues that 
are raised by national defense advocates, 
and for this reason they seek to throttle a 
free discussion of Army and Navy ques- 
tions not only in Congress but in public. 
When the Naval Appropriation bill comes 
up, it will be observed that the opponents 
of preparedness will seek to limit time of 
debate in the House. It is all a well 
laid plan quietly to slip the military and 
naval bills through Congress without ade- 
quate consideration, not only on the part 
of the legislators, but by the people of the 
country. 

Chairman Kelley of the sub-committee, 
in an interview given out at Washington, 
declared that the strength of the Navy 
was fixed by the vote on the Naval Ap- 
propriations bill last session. Although 
this is not in harmony with an interview 
by the chairman as published in Detroit, 
it is an encouraging sign. It is evident 
that he has abandoned his original plan 
for a further reduction in the strength 
of the Navy. Apparently, Chairman 
Kelley is in favor of accepting the budget 
estimates which call for the present 
strength of the Navy. The Secretary of 
the Navy expressed the belief that a bill 
for this will pass the House at this ses- 
sion. The question of new construction

practical question of what policy this 
country should pursue with regard to the 
naval treaty will come up in Congress. 
The other day the Secretary stated that 
not a rivet had been drawn in the scrap- 
ping program required by the naval treaty. 
Furthermore, there will be no scrapping 
on the part of the American Navy until 
the treaty is ratified. Sooner or later 
someone will arise in Congress and ask 
how long this Government is going to 
wait for the other parties of the treaty 
to ratify. 

Pursuing her usual policy, Japan is now 
conducting a propaganda in this country 
to create the impression that she is go- 
ing ahead with the reduction in _ the 
strength of her Navy without regard to 

This, as 
in former years, is conducted skilfully 
through American papers just before the 
naval bill comes up in Congress. The 
plan is apparently pursued to give ma- 
terial for the use of pacifists inv Congress 
in their- opposition to naval appropria- 
tions. 

When the reports are analyzed, it be- 
comes evident that Japan is carefully 
guarding the strength of her navy, but the 
reports serve their purpose with the un- 
thinking, both in Congress and out. - In 
the meantime, reports are being sent out 
from London that Japan, while carrying 
out the provisions of the treaty with re- 
gard to battleships, is strengthening her 
navy at every other point. She can do 
this without violating the letter of the 
treaty, although she ignores its spirit. 

No time has yet been set for the open- 
ing of the hearings on the Army Appro- 
priation bill. This will not be decided 
until Chairman Anthony returns to Wash- 
ington. 

At last the plans for the reorganization 
of the Federal Government will be sent to 
Congress. Walter F. Brown, a civilian, 
chairman of the Joint Committee, has been 
working on the plans for almost two years 
and has given out from time to time the 
announcement ‘that they would shortly be 
submitted to Congress, but not until now 
has the President made the announcement. 
Despite all his efforts the plans have not 
received the approval of the members of 
the Cabinet, although the President will 
send them to Congress shortly after it con- 
venes. 

It is stated that Secretary of War Weeks 





and Secretary of Agriculture Wallace ob- 
ject to the plans offered by Mr. Brown, 
and it is known that the other members 
of the Cabinet are not enthusiastic over 
the scheme. 

Secretary Weeks, it is stated, has not 
been converted to the proposal for the con- 
solidation of the War and Navy Depart- 
ments. ‘There are also objections, comi 
from different sources, to the features o} 
the Brown plan which will take the river 
and harbor work away from the Army 
Engineers. This will encounter very seri- 
ous opposition on Capitol Hill. 

There is practically no prospect of the 
passage of legislation for consolidation of 
departments at this session of Congress, 
Senator Smoot, who is a member of the 
Joint Congressional Committee, admitted 
as he came from the White Honse that. the 
prospects are not bright for legislation on 
the subject at the short session. He said 
the legislative situation is such that the 
opposition from two or three Senators 
would prevent the passage. of the bill by 
the Senate before March 4, when this Con- 
gress expires. That several Senators will 
insist upon a discussion of the measure is 
assured. 

The plan has not yet been submitted to 
the Joint Congressional Committee. It 
has all been worked out by Mr. Brown, 
and his efforts have been directed la 
to securing the support of the Cabinet. 
he igs not more successful in harmon 
the differences of ce: which will de- 
velop in the Joint Congressional Commit- 
tee than he has been in securing endorse- 
ment by the Cabinet the bill will never be 
reported to either House of Congress 
Since the original meeting at which Mr. 
Brown was elected chairman, the Joint 
Congressional Committee has not held a 
session. The members insist that all the 
knowledge that they have of the plan has 
been gained through the daily press. 

It is not believed that the Joint Con- 
gressional Committee will accept Mr. 
Brown’s plan in its present form. Con- 
gressional committees are not in the habit 
of accepting from the departments recom- 
mendations on subjects in which the lat- 
ter are vitally interested. It is stated that 
every member of the committee has a plan 
for the reorganization of the departments, 
and it will only be through the harmoniz- 
ing of these views that anything will be 
reported to Congress. 
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Personnel Legislation 
_ for the Coast Guard 


Among the measures pending in the 
House which it is believed will receive 
prompt attention upon the convening of 
Congress is a personnel bill for the Coast 
Guard. Without increasing the budget 
estimates this bill will do much to selve 
the personnel problems of the Coast Guard 
and it is likely to pass if the friends of the 
Coast Guard become active. There is no 
opposition to the bill in its present form, 
but in the rush of the short session it will 
be necessary for the advocates of the meas- 
ure not to be too modest. Any attempt to 
amend the bill radically will be apt to re- 
sult in a delay which will postpone con- 
sideration for a year. It has been framed 
with the view to placating the opposition 
and securing its early passage. 

It has long been a noticeable fact that 
promotion in the Coast Guard is se slow 
that there are officers over fifty years 
of age still in the grade of lieutenant, and 
there are officers who, after over forty 
years of service, are still lieutenant com- 
manders. The modest provisions of a bill 
(H.R. 10531) introduced by Representa- 
tive Samuel E. Winslow would remove, in 
part, the great disparity in promotion in 
the Coast Guard as compared with the 
other military services, and on account of 
the long service of most officers in the 
Coast Guard it would cause very few in- 
creases in pay. 

The Coast Guard does not at this time 
seek to expand its enlisted or commissioned 
personnel, although many of its ships are 
undermanned in both officers and men. 
For many years past the Coast Guard has 
never been able to fill its authorized com- 
missioned strength, and with the poor 
prospects for promotion young men of the 
proper caliber have been reluctant to en- 
ter. It is therefore seen that the chief 
need of the Coast Guard is to be able to 
fill its commissioned ranks so that the 
present situation of having its ships en- 
gaged in most arduous and hazardous du- 
ties while so short of officers may be reme- 
died by providing a sufficient number of 
officers. 


Shortage in Commissioned Officers. 


Illustrative of this situation ig the case 
of the two Coast Guard cutters which re- 
cently proceeded several hundred miles to 
sea to remove the large derelict steamer 
City of Honolulu, which had been aban- 
doned in the trans-Pacific steamer lanes. 
The Coast Guard cutters Shawnee and 
Tamaroa went to the scene and sunk the 
derelict steamer by gunfire, it being im- 
possible to get her into port. On each of 
the two Coast Guard cutters there was 
but one commissioned line officer, and on 
many of the vessels of the Service there 
are so few officers that it is a matter of 
watch and watch for the line officers at- 
tached thereto. 

Under such conditions young men are 
not inclined to enter the Coast Guard, as 
a young man looks only to the prospects 
for future advancements when contemplat- 
ing any profession as a life career. In the 
calendar year 1920 the Coast Guard lost 
about ten per cent. of its commissioned 
personnel, and it has been a matter of gen- 
eral comment in the other Services and In 
Congress that the personnel situation in 
the Coast Guard is deplorable. The Win- 
slow bill has been favorably reported by 
the Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce and it is difficult to see how any 
members of Congress can object to so 
worthy a measure. In the hearings on 
the Service Pay bill Senator Wadsworth 
remarked: “. . . That the best remedy 
of the Coast Guard was to cure the slow- 
ness of promotion because the situation 
now is impossible. It is a shame 
that any service should suffer from dry rot 


of this kind.~. . .” The Coast Guard 
was also referred to as the “stepchild of 
the Government.” 5 


Rank Aids Morale. 


The Winslow bill provides a proper re- 
distribution in grades and affords some 
prospect of advancement at comparatively 
no cost to the Government. The Coast 
Guard has been a modest, efficient and 
hard-working Service and the personnel 
provisions of this measure are of a modest 
nature, and it is a measure which should 
be enacted without difficulty. 

The bill does not add a single officer to 
the commissioned personnel of the Coast 
Guard. It simply red‘stributes them in 
grades. It must be clearly understood that 
this bill is not intended solely to afford 
higher rank for officers of the Coast Guard, 
but to provide rank adequate to the duties 
and responsibilities that these officers have. 
For example, the captain of the Port of 
New York, whose large responsibilities 
must be evident to anyone who under- 
stands what the office. of captain of the 
port of the largest seaport in the world 
means, and who, in addition, is in com- 
mand of a Coast Guard division embrac- 
ing some ten vessels, has to-day the rank 
of commander, corresponding to a lieuten- 
ant colonel in the Army. ‘This officer has 
had over forty years of service and is over 
sixty years of age. Under this bill he will 
obtain the rank of captain. The command- 
ing officer of a Coast Guard cutter on ice 
patrol on the Grand Banks of Newfound- 
land, or on a cruise to the Arctic ocean, 
or on winter cruising in the North Atlan- 
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tic, with all the responsibility for life and 
property not only with respect to his own 
command, but in relation to other ships, 
has never to-day a rank higher than that 
of lieutenant commander. ‘This bill would 
permit a limited number of these com- 
manding officers to hold the modest rank 
of commander. The navies of the world 
imvariably have an officer of the rank of 
commander in command of vessels of this 
type and engaged on duty of this impor- 
tance. 

Two things should be done for the com- 
missioned force of the Coast Guard: Ade- 


quate rank, commensurate with their du-.- 


ties, responsibilities and length of service 
should be given the officers now in the 
Service. No less important is it to read- 
just ranks, to the end that there may be 
some incentive for young officers to remain 
in the Coast Guard, and that there may be 
some appeal to young men of the right 
sort to enter this Service. These things 
this bill will accomplish. 


NAVAL HEARINGS 
BEING SPEEDED UP. 


The Navy Department sub-committee in- 
dicated a desire to speed up the hearings 
on the Naval Appropriation bill when it 
eonvened Nov. 14. The Secretary, who 
was the first to appear, consumed only two 
or three hours in presenting his views to 
the committee. He was followed immedi- 
ately by Admiral Coontz, Chief of Naval 
Operations. Rear Admiral Washington, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, was 
also at the Capitol on the first day, ready 
with his estimates. 

Among the others who accompanied the 
Secretary to the Capitol the first day of 
the hearings were Capt. H. E. Lackey, 
Capt. R. H. Leigh, Comdr. G. J. Rowcliff, 
Comdr.

SLOW ABSORPTION OF 
WARRANT OFFICERS. 


In the act of June 30, stopping appoiut- 
ments of warrant officers until their nun- 
ber is reduced to 600, it has been interest- 
ing to estimate the probable length of time 
which it will require before this figure will 
be reached. 

There were 1,088 warrant officers cn the 
list of the War Department, as of Oct. 31, 
in which are included the forty warrant 
officers allotted to the Army Mine Planter 
Service, which list was also reduced by 
Congressional action from 75 to 40. As 
of Sept. 30, the total number on the roils 
ranged around 1,092, while the figur: on 
Aug. 31 was eight or ten more. In che*k- 
ing up the total figures from menth to 
month. it is estimated that the average is 
over six a month, or fifty per year. Ac- 
cording to this, if the average figure 
neither increases nor decreases, it will take 
about nine years before the authorized 
strength of 600 will be reached. It is 
possible in the meantime, however, that 
Congress may raise thig authorized figure. 

There are due to return to the United 
States next,spring from the Philippine 
Islands eighteen warrant officers whose 
term of foreign service will expire. Out 
of the five who are at the present time 
stationed in Alaska one will be recatied 
to the United States, unless his term of 
service in the Far North is extended. Oct 
of the total of 1,088 warrant officers there 
are close to 160 who are now on foreign 
service. 

Those on duty in European stations 
whose foreign service is terminating are 
being returned to this country and as- 
signed to duty. No replacements are being 
sent to these stations by the War De- 
partment. Replacements will be sent, 
however, to the Philippine Islands to 
take the places which will be left va- 
cant by the eighteen men who will return 
to this country in the spring. 





LARGE NUMBER OF 
NAVAL NOMINATIONS. 


With the convening of Congress in ex- 
traordinary session something like 600 
naval nominations will be sent to the Sen- 
ate. It will probably include those of Rear 
Admirals M. M. Taylor and C. T. Vogel- 
gesang. The nominations will be the re- 
cent promotions recommended by the Se- 
lections Board. 


GENERAL BANDHOLT7 INSPECTS 
3D BATTALION, 12TH INFANTRY. 


Brig. Gen. Harry H. Bandholtz, com- 
manding general of the District of Wasa- 
ington, in his recent monthly inspection of 
the 3d Battalion, 12th Infantry, stationed 
at Fort Washington, Md., was greatly 
pleased with the splendid condition in 
which he found both troops and equip- 
ment. The battalion was under command 
of Maj. W. F. L. Hartigan, U.S.A., who 
also commanded the battalion in the ex- 
cellent exhibition given on Nov. 10 in 
Washington, an account of which was 
printed in last week’s AgMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL. General Bandholtz found the 
transportation wagons in fine condition 
and the kitchens and general equipment in 
good shape. The appearance and general 
condition of the men were such that they 
were ready to take the field on very short 





notice. The military bearing of the troops 
also made a great impression upon the 
general and his staff.

Having completed the task of sending 
the bodies of 45,500 American soldiers to 
their nearest kin and supervising the plac- 
ing of 30,000 more in permanent resting- 
places in France, Col. H. F. Rethers, Q. 
M.C., who organized and conducted the 
American Graves Registration Service in 
Europe, is returning to America on the 
liner George Washington. The work of 
the Graves Registration Service, created 
in December, 1919, with Colonel Rethers 
as the head, is finished. A small staff will 
remain in France for about a year to 
complete the architectural work and beau- 
tifying of the cemeteries, according to the 
plans of the Fine Arts Commission. 


RETIRED NAVAL CAPTAINS 
ENTITLED TO ACTIVE PAY. 


Captains or officers below that grade 
and warrant officers from the retired list 
who are detailed to active duty will be en- 
titled to active pay under the Joint Ser- 
vice Pay act of July 1, 1922, according to 
a recent decision of the Comptroller Gen- 
eral. This will be without regard to 
whether they retire %efore or after June 
30, 1922. 

Under the former law the active pay of 
retired naval officers was limited to that 
of a lieutenant commander. This was 
changed under the new Service pay act. 





GENERAL SNOW PLEASED WITH 
TROOPS IN PANAMA CANAL ZONE. 


Maj. Gen. William J. Snow, U.S.A., 
Chief of Field Artillery, with Mrs. Snow, 
returned from his visit to the Panama 
Canal Zone, landing at New York on Nov. 
13, going direct to Washington. 

There is one battalion of the 4th Field 
Artillery stationed in the Canal Zone, 
while the remainder of the regiment is 
stationed at San Antonio. General Snow 
is very anxious to have the entire regi- 
ment on duty in the Canal Zone, but due 
to the great lack of appropriations for the 
transportation of the Army it has been 
impossible to transfer the troops at San 
Antonio to the Canal. 

General Snow was highly pleased with 
the fine condition of both men and equip- 
ment. Due to the impassable roads, pack 
artillery is used, which is composed large- 
ly of mules. The horses, a majority of 
which are somewhat old, although in fair 
condition for their age, it is not believed 
would stand the test of a strenuous cam- 
paign. The mules are in Al condition. 
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Work of Dickman Board ; 


Near Completion 


Although there will probably be some 
cases pending before it late in December, 
the. Dickman board is nearing the comple. 
tion of its work. As stated in last issue, 
the demotion of majors is now a closed 
incident and the same will be true with 
captains within a few days. At any time 
the War Department may issue a state. 


ment indicating just how many captaing 
will be demoted. It may be close to Dee, 
1 before the limit on first lieutenants js 
definitely determined. 

The difficulties which the board is en. 
countering are due largely to the change 
of orders to officers that are affected. In 
a great many cases orders have been issued 
for the separation of officers from the ac. 
tive list and then they have been canceled 
when it has been found that the officer 
ean be retained in working out the re. 
quirements of the law. The cancellation 
had scarcely issued when the officer asks 
to be either discharged or retired, and this 
opens the case. After a careful considera- 
tion of it the officer’s request may be com- 
plied with, which made it possible to can- 
cel the order for another officer or makeg 
it necessary to change the number of offi- 
cers that are to be demoted. There are 
cases which have been before the board as 
many as five times before final action is 
taken. 

Under the policy of the board 236 ma- 
jors have been demoted. Eventually, it is 
believed that something like 750 captains 
will be demoted and over 800 first lieu- 
tenants. The number of volunteer separa- 
tions from the active list will be greatly 
in excess of those that have been elimi- 
nated. If all the requests for volunteer 
separations were approved the whole prob- 
lem could be worked out with very few 
involuntary separations or eliminations, 





No Real Vacancies in Army Now. 


The nominations which were pending 
when Congress adjourned will not be sent 
to the Senate again. The vacancies which 
were to be filled by these nominations, it 
has been construed, cease to exist with 
the passage of the act for the reduction of 
the commissioned personnel of the Army. 
In theory, except among general officers, 
there will be no vacancies in the Army 
until after Jan. 1. 

Of course, there may be some deaths or 
retirements after the Dickman board re 
port has been approved by the President, 
but aside from this possibility all vacan- 
cies will be as of Jan. 1. 


Promotions to Date from Jan. 1, 1923. 


On this account, officers who had nomi- 
nations pending for promotions will not be 
entitled to pay from the date when the 
original vacaney occurred. This question, 
it is stated, has been determined by the 
Judge Advocate General. 

Aside from the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s opinion, this is the view that is 
taken by the Senate Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, and it ig stated that if the 
War Department should date back any 
nominations, aside from those of general 
officers, further than Jan. 1, they would 
not be confirmed. ‘ 

To avoid anv’ complications in the nomi 
nations the War Department will take 
this view and send in the nominations ac 
cordingly. 

The nomination of the general officers 
whose promotions have been previously 
announced will be sent to the Senate upon 
the convening of Congress. So will the 
nominations of 237 captains who have 
been demoted from the grade of major. 
The first lieutenants who have been de 
moted from captains will also be nom 
nated early in the session. On Nov. b 
the high point for demotion rested ™ 
Basil V. Fields, No. 6410 in the Army 
Register of 1922. It may move above this 
or go below it before Congress convenes. 


FATAL AIRPLANE CRASH 
AT LOGAN FIELD, MD). 


Lieut. Edwin G. Shrader, Air Ser., US. 
A., was instantly killed on Nov. 14 at Le 
gan Field, near Baltimore, Md., and Lieut. 
Francis A. March, Field Art., U.S.A., wae 
badly injured when the airplane in which 
they were flying crashed to the earth in 4 
nose dive. ‘ 

The accident occurred when the engile 
of the plane stalled while it was about 
fifty feet above the earth. Lieutenant 
Shrader was piloting the machine. 
officers were quickly extricated from the 
wreck and hurried to the Camp Holabird 
hospital. Lieutenant Shrader was dead 
when picked up. Lieutenant March was 
still conscious, suffering from shock a 
facial injuries. Surgeons in an official 
bulletin stated that he would recover. 

Lieutenant Shrader was born in Iow’, 
April 6, 1895, and was graduated from 
the U.S.M.A. in the class of 1918 and was 
assigned to the Corps of Engineers. He 
was transferred to the Air Service about 
a year ago and was known as an expe

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Not Much to Choose Between Army and Navy 
Teams This Year in Opinion of Walter Camp 


By Walter Camp 


There has never been a time when the 
conditions prevailing throughout the sea- 
son have led to greater interest in the 
Army-Navy football game than that stimu- 
lated this year. The Annapolis teams 
have had the edge and have gone in as 
favorites since the time when Dobie took 
up the coaching down there. They were 
decidedly superior to the West Point team 
in their first meeting after the war. Last 
year Annapolis, coached by Bob Folwell, 
won again. While the consistency of play 
of the midshipmen earned them the victory, 
the West Point team came back very 
strongly toward the end, and by the use 
of shift plays put Annapolis in difficulty. 
Finally, toward the end of the game, when 
the Navy was weakened by substitutions 
in the backfield, it became a question as 
to whether West Point would not get over 
the goal line in the very last minute. 
kick was partially blocked by Army, but 
Annapolis was saved, although the follow- 
ers of that institution nearly had heart 
disease in the gathering dusk, when the 
ball was forced into their goal, and they 
seemed unable to work it out. 

When this season began it looked, from 
the makeup of the team and the fact that 
Navy had a more perfected attack in 
which it was experienced, while West 
Point was on the eve of beginning a new 
method of offense, as if the odds would 
very strongly favor the midshipmen once 
more. But the things that have hap- 
pened in the last month have changed this 
prospect considerably. Annapolis, in 
building up a heavy powerful line, has 
seemed to have taken on a measure of 
sluggishness in action that has bothered 
Folwell and the Navy supporters consid- 
erably. 


The Pennsylvania Setback. 


But probably the worst upset to Navy’s 
prestige was the defeat at the hands of 
the University of Pennsylvania, when 
Heisman’s men went berserker mad in the 
second half of the game and came from 
behind and pulled out a victory, the Navy 
apparently being quite unable to respond 
to the emergency. It is true that An- 
napolis defeated the following Friday the 
team from Penn State, which had been 
accredited with quite a leading position. 
Those that saw the game, however, real- 
ized quite fully that the play of Penn 
State was not up to standard, and, in ad- 
dition, while the forward passing of the 
Navy brought eventual success, Navy’s 
running plays and the striking of the 
backs were none too impressive. 


Army Makes Good Showing. 


Now to take the other side of the pic- 
ture. Up at West Point they started with 
a reasonable amount of veterans and par- 
ticularly with men who had been trained 
under Major Daly. Realizing fully that 
the old style of simply a square box for- 
mation behind the line and pounding the 
opponents from tackle to tackle was anti- 
quated, they opened up with new lines. 
shifts and forward passing, and have had 
several weeks in which to perfect their 
plays. 

The result was that when they came 
down to New Haven for the game with 
Yale they brought down a team which was 
superior to that of last year in several 
points. First, in the deception of attack, 
and secondly in the kicking of Wood. 
Moreover, the catching of punts by Smythe 
was excellent, and a good many times 
under trying conditions. The tie score 
was fairly well earned and West Point 
made a much greater impression upon 
critics than upon 
visit to New Haven last year. So it has 
transpired that the supposed lead of An- 
napolis has been cut down and the two 
teams have apparently been approaching 
much nearer to an equality of experience 
in attack and effectiveness. 

West Point will enter the game with 
two veteran stars, Garbisch and Breid- 
ster, in the middle of their line; Mulligan, 
a very promising tackle, Storck, an experi-

Annapolis will go in with an extremely 
powerful and heavy line, with men in the 
middie big enough to handle their Army 
opponents, with one very wise end, and a 
backfield which should be close to the 
equal of West Point’s. 

The consistency of Navy’s punting has 
not been as great as that of the Army, al- 
though Cullen, down in Washington, got 
in two or three long punts which indicated 
that at his best he could quite hold Wood. 
There were others, however, that were not 
so long, and the consistency of Wood's 
punting, at least in the game at New 
Haven, was greater than that which An- 
napolis has shown. It is a good deal of a 
question as to whether the test of the An- 
napolis defense against Penn State means 
Navy will be able to stop the West Point 
shifts, for Penn State, without Killinger, 
seemed to lose much of its rapid-fire at- 
tacking power, and it was difficult to tell 
whether it was the Annapolis defense 
which caused this or weakness in Penn 
State’s backfield. 

In Barchet, who apparently has not 
been at his best for the last few weeks, 
Annapolis still has a man who, from his 
quality of play last year, should shine 
brightly in the game. Whether it is his 
physical condition or the slowness of the 
line which has limited his performance of 
late, is a question. It is safe to say, 
however, that Folwell will quicken up his 
big forwards and get the openings better 
before the big day comes. 


Both Good at Forward Pass. 


Annapolis’s forward passing has been 
effective against opponents and so has that 
of West Point. The passes of both are 
fairly well concealed in their initial 
stages and the Navy has been rather bet- 
ter on the receiving end, especially in get- 
ting under headway after the pass is 
caught. 

Of the defense against forward passes 
neither team is thoroughly secure. In 
fact, what team in these days is? Even 
the brilliant and experienced Lafayette 
team found herself. at a loss in the sec- 
ond half when her opponents, Washington 
and Jefferson, commenced to pass freely. 
Probably both teams will try out their 
running game in the early part of the 
play to see whether the opposing line can 
be forced or circled, but both will eventu- 
ally come to forward passing. It will be 
remembered that in the first year of the 
introduction of the forward pass Annapo- 
lis used the play which had proven suc- 
cessful for Yale in her Princeton and Har- 
vard games, and caught West Point un- 
prepared. Some years later, however, 
with the brilliant Merillat as a receiver, 
West Point won her game over the Navy 
with this weapon. Hence there is no as- 
surance that either has a great advantage 
in this branch of the play, and good for- 
tune may fall to one or the other. 


Should be Close Game. 


Summing up, the punting of the Army 
should be rather more consistent; the in- 
dividual running brilliancy, if Barchet is 
in condition, should lean toward the Navy ; 
the weight in the line should somewhat 
favor Annapolis. The catching in_ the 
backfield has been better done by West 
Point. The forward passing is fairly on 
an equality. In end work down the field 
the Army has been a shade faster, but 
not enough to make a material difference. 
Hence, the two teams enter the contest 
with the issue more in doubt than it has 
been for many seasons.

AEMY AND NOTRE DAME TIE. 

Before the largest crowd that ever wit- 
nessed a football game at West Point the 
powerful Cadet and Notre Dame teams 
fought and struggled to a scoreless tie en 
Nov. 11. 

The Army and Notre Dame played about 
as evenly as two teams could possibly play. 
The tackling, line plunging and interfer- 
ence were so vicious and hard that the 
crack of the colliding bodies could be dis- 
tinctly heard in the stands. The Army 
forwards outplayed the Notre Dame line, 
and it was greatly due to their fierce charg- 
ing that Rockne’s charges were unable to ~ 
score or get off any long kicks. The 
Army line greatly assisted Wood in out- 
kicking Castner, Notre Dame’s star back. 

Smythe received Castner’s kick-off and 
ran the ball to his own forty-yard line. 
Then started a series of rushes which 
gave the Army its first chance to score. 
Wood gained eleven yards through the 
line, and then Smythe gained eight off 
tackle. A pass from Smythe to Wood 
failed. Dodd gained four yards on first 
down. Wood ran for fifteen yards and 
was not downed until he reached the Hoo- 
sier twenty-two-yard line. Dodd gained 
four yards through guard. Wood failed 
to gain, and the next play, a pass to Tim- 
berlake, hit the ground in the end zone 
and counted as a touchback. Notre Dame 
took the ball on her twenty-yard line and 
immediately kicked out of danger. 

Three times before the game Castner 
booted drop kick goals from midfield and 
was successful. Twice during the game 
did he attempt to score, but each time 
his tries were blocked, er partially blocked. 
Notre Dame could not hold the charging 
Cadet line. 


Army Nearly Scores. 


Just before the end of the first half a 
steady march by the Army, with Wood. 
Lawrence and Smythe carrying the bali 
through the line and off tackle, brought the 
ball to the Notre Dame twenty-six-yard 
line.

Three passes by Smythe failed, and on 
the fourth down ood passed to Law- 
rence, who ran to the twenty-yard line be- 
fore he was sto With only a few 
seconds to play Garbisch tried for a field 
goal, but it was blocked just before the 
final whistle. 

Passes 
were very prominent, Notre Dame com- 
pleting five out of twenty attempts, and 
the Army three out of t.

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Chewing Gum or the Treaty 
Navy 


T= Secretary of War in a speech 
made the past week in Boston 
brought out the interesting fact 
that the chewing gum bill of the American 
people would largely pay for adequate na- 
tional defense. 

At the same time it is an open secret 
that the new naval budget represents 
“wholesale reductions” from what Secre- 
tary Denby and his advisers believe neces- 
sary if the Navy is to maintain even its 
present status below the treaty ratio rela- 
tive to Great Britain and Japan. We 
keep reducing while they constantly. in- 
crease their naval strength. 

Through our drastic cuts in naval per- 
sonnel to less than 70 per cent. of what 
is necessary for ordinary peace require- 
ments of the treaty Navy, and the laying 
up without crews of literally hundreds of 
ships properly comprising our treaty Navy, 
the present ratio of naval strength is 
about 4 for the United States as compared 
with 5 for Great Britain and 3 for Japan. 
Not only do they continue to keep suffi- 
cient numbers of personnel for the main- 
tenance of their trenty navies substan- 
tially intact, but they also add to their 
naval strength by new construction. Ja- 
pan’s new program for cruisers and other 
auxiliaries and Britain’s projected battle- 
ships have no counterpart in this country. 
This notwithstanding an extraordinary de- 
ficiency of cruisers in the American Navy. 
In this type our present proportion is 
about 1 to Japan’s $ and Britain’s 4. A 
5-5-3 navy requires a 5-5-3 proportion in 
all types of fighting ships. 


Decrease Not Justified 


This condition of constantly decreasing 
American strength in the face of steadily 
increasing strength of other powers necds 
no higher mathematics to demonstrate the 
danger of America’s becoming a nonentity 
in naval and international affairs. If it 
was imposed by considerations of national 
policy or of economic necessity it might 
be justified. But it is not. A profound 
national and international estimate of 
American’ naval policy resulted in the 
5-5-3 ratio. While our available wealth 
is not unlimited, it is tremendously greater 
than either Britain or Japan, even on a 
53 basis for the latter. If they can af- 
ford to maintain their navies according to 
the treaty proportions, we can do so with 
the greatest ease. 

There is no longer even the excuse of 
the influence of a good example in bring- 
ing about voluntary reductions further 
than contemplated by the naval treaty. 
The other nations do not follow our exam- 
ple of a reduction of 70 per cent. below the 
treaty. They do not even content them- 


selves with existing strength. ‘They pro- 
vide substantial increases instead. 


“Economy” Not Everything 


Under such circumstances, as important 
as economy is, the Director of the Budget 
should not be allowed to settle matters of 
naval policy of such fundamental impor- 
tance as the number of ships and men 
that we should maintain and the scope of 
our building program when squarely in op- 
Position to the views of the Secretary of 
the Navy and his advisers, who, after all, 
are the only safe judges in questions of 
such vital moment to the nation. 

,. While economy must be had, and while 
it is the duty of each chief of department 
to make every effort to keep within the 
limit set him, when he is clearly convinced 
and can show that the safety limit has 
been passed, then readjustments should be 
made in other directions.

Every business man sympathizes with 
the use of the blue pencil in government 
expenditures. Every business man has 
been using’ it in his own affairs. How- 
ever, he has not used it on his various 
kinds of insurance while allowing the con- 
tinuance on the pay roll of only partially 
employed stenographers and clerks, with 
the consequent waste of office space, office 
furniture, typewriters, stationery and the 
thousand and one other items, all con- 
venient but none vital. 


Stop Demotion of Non-Coms. 


HERE are two things of vital im 

portance to the Army in general 

and the non-commissioned officers 
in particular that must be accomplished. 
One is the stoppage of demotion of non- 
coms. which is scheduled to go into effect 
on Dec. 31, 1922. Chairman Kahn of 
the House Committee on Military Affairs 
will introduce a bill to stop demotions, 
probably next week. The other is the pas- 
sage by the coming Congress of some kind 
of a twenty-five-year retirement bill for 
enlisted men. The first is urgent and 
must be accomplished at once. The other 
can then be threshed out. 

The non-commissioned officers of the 
Army may rest assured that the Army 
AND Navy JOURNAL is alive to their needs 
and is working in the most effective way 
it knows to stop the demotions on Dec. 31. 

If the morale of the Army is to be kept 
on a high plane it will be necessary to put 
the whole non-commissioned officer prob- 
lem on a just and fair basis, so that a 
man who enlists in the Army with the in- 
tention of devoting his life to the Service 
will know to a reasonable degree of cer- 
tainty just what will be his reward in his 
old age. 

The non-commissioned officer must be 
assured of reasonable income and living 
conditions during his years of service, of 
adequate means to marry, have children 
and educate them and of the independence 
he deserves for his long period of devotion 
to his country. 

In the old days an enlisted man was as 


“sured of these things. Such is not the 


case to-day. Many men with between 
twenty-five and thirty years’ service are 
now facing demotion without the chance 


of retiring in their grades. Under the 
present law a man must have served thirty 
years before he can retire. The few years 
between the limit of the thirty-year law 
and. the proposed twenty-five-year law, 
while not of much importance to the Gov- 
ernment in the way of expense, are of 
vital importance to the scores of old non- 
coms. affected. It means only a few thou- 
sand dollars to the Government, on the 
one hand, while it means an impecunious 
old age after long and honorable service to 
the men affected, on the other. 

The nation owes it to these faithful old 
servants to see that they are not cheated 
out of their just rewards at the last min- 
ute. The non-coms. have lived up to their 
bargain. Now it is the Government’s duty 
to live up to its responsibility. 

We believe the Government will do so. 
Secretary of War Weeks, in his recent let- 
ter to Congress asking that the coming 
wholesale demotions be stopped, has start- 
ed the movement for the retention of the 
old non-coms. The ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL stands behind the Secretary. 
This paper will do all in its power to pre- 
vail on Congress to save the non-coms. 
When that is accomplished, and we have 
hopes that it will be accomplished, the 
JOURNAL will immediately take up the 
— of the twenty-five-year retirement 

ill. 
At present, this paper is carrying on a 
referendum to find out what .form,of 
twenty-five-years’ retirement the enlisted 
personnel wants. So far the returns indi- 
cate a preference for the Fish bill. With 
almost every vote for the Fish bill, how- 
ever, there come suggestions for amend- 
ments. The Service as a whole is in favor 
of counting double time for foreign ser- 
vice in computing longevity for retirement. 
Under the present law this cannot be 
counted in any enlistment entered upon 
after Aug. 24, 1912. We believe it should 
be written into the law. 

Many other amendments have been sug- 
gested, most of them of a constructive na- 
ture, and when the result of the referen- 
dum is reviewed the Army AND Navy 
JOURNAL: will’ have a definite basis on 
which to make its recommendations for a 
twenty-five-year retirement 


A Lesson for Anthony 


HE triumvirate who did the best 

they could to ruin the Army by cut- 

ting appropriations the last session 
of Congress were Sisson of Mississippi, 
Stafford vf Wisconsin and Anthony of 
Kansas. 

They were in a position to carry out 
their wishes, which, as subsequent events 
proved, were not the wishes of the ma- 
jority of the House, because they were 
members of the War Department sub- 
committee of the House Appropriations 
Committee. ‘This committee, through the 
change in conducting business within the 
House, had the power to invalidate recom- 
mendations of the Military Affairs Com- 
mittee. This committee held no hearings. 

Mr. Anthony, through the rule of seni- 
ority, had and grasped the opportunity to 
become chairman of this most important 
committee. Summing up the situation, 
the evil which was done was consummated 
because three men who had the will to do 
it were in a position of power which gave 
them the opportunity. 

Mr. Sisson of Mississippi failed to ob- 
tain renomination in the primaries. At 
the time the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL 
received a telegram from National Guards- 
men in Mississippi saying that they had 
helped to bring about his defeat because of 
his attitude on national defense. 

Mr. Stafford of Wisconsin has failed of 
.scelection. The ARMY AND Navy Jovi 
NAL has received letters from National 
Guardsmen, saying that while Victor Ber- 
ger, who defeated Stafford, is a Socialist 
and an avowed enemy of national defense, 
they had worked to bring about Stafford’s 
downfall. This because they preferred an 
open enemy, whom everyone recognized as 
such, in the House of Representatives to a 
man who posed as a friend and who was in 
reality an enemy. In other words, they 
prefer open hostility to treachery. 

Mr. Anthony of Kansas had to fight 
more vigorously, both in the primaries and 
in the election, than had been the case for 
many years. Mr. Anthony’s efforts 
through various sources to obtain a cessa- 
tion of the attacks made on him because 
of his attitude on national defense and his 
recent apology published in his Leaven- 
worth paper show that he felt the pressure 
brought to bear. ogi 

Senator Medill McCormick of Illinois, 
one of the leaders of the Republican party, 
in a letter to Senator Lodge, has brought 
out the necessity for the correction of the 
present methods of picking chairmen of 
committees because of seniority rather 
than because of their ability to guide these 
committees along the lines of the wishes 
of the majority. 

The handwriting is on the wall. If Mr. 
Anthony of Kansas cannot read it, the In- 
evitable result, sooner or later, will be his 
own downfall. 

In the coming session of Congress Mr. 

Anthony will have the opportunity to 
show by his actions whether or not he has 
seen the error of his ways. 
_ The'careers of Mr. Sisson and Mr. Staf- 
ford as Congressmen have but a short time 
to run. Both may be in a mood for re- 
venge. Mr. Anthony cannot hide behind 
any such condition with the intent of es- 
eaping the responsibility which is plainly 
his for whatever his committee may pro- 
duce in the coming Congress. 


Reasons for a Ship Subsidy 


HE Navy Day banquet at Washing- 

ton served to emphasize through the 

speeches made that both in peace 
and in war the Navy and the merchant ma- 
rine of a country are indissolubly bound 
together. 

The acute need for subsidizing Ameri- 
can shipping is forcibly emphasized by the 
growing utilization of foreign ships and 
shipyards by American corporations and 
other shippers while millions of tons of 
American ocean cargo-carriers are rusting 
in idleness. ‘Twice within the present 
generation has the lack of a merchant ma- 
rine of their own caused enormous finan- 
cial loss and widespread suffering to the 
American people in all walks of life and 
in all occupations. Still they oppose the 
almost universal foreign practice among 
maritime powers of granting a reasonable 
subsidy to. shipping, which is sure to pay 
for itself many timés over. P 

According to recent renorts from Berlin, 
a prominent German shipowner has. just 





concluded a long-time contract with the 
Bethlehem Steel Company (American) 
for the transport of ore from Chile to New 
York. Two new 20,000-ton Diesel-en- 
gined steamers have been ordered built by 
a German shipyard for this trade. This 
notwithstanding that most of the mer- 
chant fleet which cost the American peo- 
ple several billion dollars to build is about 
to become a total loss through unemploy- 
ment. Many hundreds of these ships have 
been laid up without crews for over a year 
and are now for sale with no buyers. 


German Ships Coming Back 
The principal reason why, in spite of 


such conditions in America, the Bethle- 


hem. Steel Company seeks bottoms in Ger- 
many, is that Germany subsidizes its mer- 
chant marine, while we do not. The sub- 
sidy of the German government has so 
revitalized her maritime commerce end 
shipbuilding industry, that Germany’s mer- 
ane marine is already about one-third 
of its pre-war . proportions. This, - 
withstanding that in 1918 she = Fy 
quired to deliver to the Allies almost every 
merchant ship of any yalue in overseas 
commerce. ess of 

reparations, rag ten general economie de- 
pression amo’ er ‘Germany has 
found the funds to su i her shipping. 
Yet prosperous America, more 
than half the total gold in the w feels 
that she cannot afford such a % 

Reports from Norway, as late as Sept. 
22, 1922, state that the General Electric 
Company of New York has contracted 
with the Norwegian W: Steam- 
ship Line for the transport of all ears, 
locomotives and material which are to be 
used for the electrification of the Brazilian 
and Argentine railroads. These shipments 
will amount to about 400, tons and 
will oceupy Norwegian for nearly 
two years. The same feral steamshi: 
line has a contract with the Standard oll 
Company for the transport of case oil to 
South America, and carries most of the 
coffee from Rio to New York. Norway, 
though not a rich country, subsidizes her 
shipping. 

There is no doubt whatever that we 
cannot have a merchant marine without a 
subsidy in one form or another. either 
is there any doubt that, quite aside from 
the question of saving our huge war in- 
vestment in merchant ships, the money ad- 
vanced in subsidies will find its way back 
to the etbook of the taxpayer, whether 
he be laborer, mechanic, farmer, clerk or 
financier. 


No Ships to Carry on Trade 


From 1914 to 1917 the narkets of the 
world lay at our feet, yet our ability to 
profit by the opportunity was kept within 
small bounds by the woeful lack of an 
American merchant marine. The diver- 
sion of 10,000,000 men in Europe from 
occupations of production to those of de- 
struction, the extraordinary demands of 
the European armies for munitions, and 
the stoppage of the normal E n sup- 
ply of goods to South America and other 
remote parts of the world, all combined to 
make of the United States the principal 
source of production for the entire world. 
We were able to meet the production de- 
mand, but between our producer and the 


foreign consumer lay an un le gap 
—lack of ships. Most of the ied ship- 
ping was diverted to war needs. Much of 


it was sunk by submarines. ships 
were idle in the safety of neutral and home 
ports. There were al few ; 
or other neutral shi e result was a 
great freight blockade on our railroads for 
fifty miles from our seaports. As a 
resort crates and cases were dumped 
the roadside in a in order 
to release cars. If- goods could have 
been marketed the whole country would 
have been prosperous during at least two 
years of great economic ion. 
large merchant marine would have paid 
its subsidy bill probably for fifty years. 
We are prone to look upon conditions 
created by the late war as unprecedented. 
This is not true insofar as a 
of shipping to market our sur- 
plus goods is concerned. During the Boer 
War, for —, needs for the 
support of her m itary operations required 
her to withdraw hundreds of ships from 
ordinary trade. Mr. Lasker says 
“By reason of the resulting curtailment of

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General Rickards Urges 
Large Increase in Guard 


The first business session of the joint 
conference of Regular Army and National 
Guard officers for consideration of Na- 
tional Guard affairs tock place in Wash- 
ington on Nov. 13, at which an important 
_memorandum from Maj. Gen. George C. 
Rickards, Chief of the Militia Bureau, re- 
garding the future organization of the Na- 
tional Guard was read. Extracts from 
this address are given below. 

A reading of General Rickards’s re- 
marks will bring a sense of relief to those 
National Guardsmen who have been ap- 
prehensive for fear the committee would 
begin its work with the idea that the en- 
tire National Guard project should be 
taken to pieces and fitted together again. 

If the committee follows the advice of a 
man who has served more than forty years 
in the National Guard in all grades from 
private to brigadier general there need be 
no uneasiness in National Guard circles 
as to the outcome of what might well prove 
a very disturbing course of action. 

General Rickards argues for the mainte 
nance intact of the provisions of the 
amended National Defense act. He states: 

“The act of June 3, 1916, was the cul- 
mination of years of study and earnest de- 
bate on the part of the best officers in the 
Regular Establishment and the best minds 
of the National Guard. For more than 
twenty years each of these two elements, 
at first wide apart as to views and opin- 
ions, often to the point of misunderstand- 
ing, stood for what it believed should be 
the governing policies, but always with the 
common interest in view. The more ear- 
nest each became, the closer their rela- 
tions grew and the greater their efforts to 
converge upon a common purpose—a 
proper military defense for the country. 

“Through the experience of the World 
War we were given a further insight into 
our military needs and we reached a reali- 
zation of the necessity for a more con- 
crete military policy. As a result of this 
same experience we have found it expedi- 
ent to amend the original law in minor re- 
spects, but to retain, undisturbed, the fun- 
damental principles of the act of 1916.” 

This proclamation of the fundamental 
soundness of the present National Defense 
act is needed at this time. As General 
Rickards freely states, it is not claimed 
that either the act itself or the policies 

thereon are perfect in themselves. 
The nail ig hit squarely on the head with 
the statement that most of the objections 
to the present National Guard project un- 
der theeN.D.A. are the result of too much 
consideration being given to strictly local 
matters. Men with a local viewpoint have 
failed to visualize the N.D.A. in its appli- 
cation to the nation as a whole. 

After reviewing the work that has been 
accomplished to date in development of 
the National Guard and after pointing 
out the feasibility of carrying out the orig- 
inal National Guard project if sufficient 
money is appropriated both by Congress 
and the state legislatures to meet the cost, 
General. Rickards ends his address with 
the following specific recommendations: 

“a. That no effort be made to effect a 
change of the National Defense act, as 
amended, in any of its essential features. 

“b. That the War Department plan as 
to the allocation of National Guard troops 
to corps areas and states be permitted to 
continue unchanged, at least, during the 
present fiscal year, and that the organiza- 
tion of National Guard units be continued 
in accordance therewith. 

“e. That in the future development of 
the Nationa! Guard in accordance with the 
War Department plan priority of federal 
recognition be given (except under excep- 
tional circumstances in particular cases) 
to the following named categories of troops 
in the order mentioned : 


“1. (a) Infantry divisions; (b) Cav- 
alry divisions; (c) Coast Artillery and 
Harbor Defense troops. 

“2. Corps troops. 

“3. Army and G.H.Q. troops. 

“d. That a policy be adopted whereby 
the Chief, Militia Bureau, will be author- 
ized to designate, from each of the cate- 
gories mentioned in ¢ above, certain units 
which, because of their characteristics, 
may be 

“(1) Assigned to National Guard Re- 
serve when practicable; or 

(2) Set aside for organization when a 
national emergency is actually imminent. 

“Characteristics which should be taken 
into consideration in making this resigna- 
tion are: 

“(a) Ease and facility with which the 
organization of the unit can be effected 
when desired: (b) noncombatant charac- 
ter of the unit; (c) nonsuitability of the 
unit for state purposes during peace time.” 

There is no known way of organizing an 
effective military unit without paying for 
it, any more than there is a method of se- 
enuring insurance without meeting the pre- 
minm. It is evident that such men as 
General Rickards believe that the National 
Guard machine as now designed is a good 
machine, but that it will function effec- 
tively only when a sufficient lubrication of 
money is supplied to all of the bearings. 

No amonnt of shifting of units from the 
National Guard allotment to the Organ- 


plain fact that the National Guard service 
is not being adequately provided for. 

We may hope, therefore, that the con- 
ference, instead of temporizing and recom- 
mending a resort to makeshift measures, 
will come out flatly with a statement as to 
the financial needs of the National Guard 
organization. The conference will serve 
the country well if they recommend meth- 
ods whereby the federal and state legisla- 
tive bodies may be made to realize their 
responsibilities toward the National Guard 
service of the future. 


General Rickards’s Memorandum. 


The following are extracts from the 
memorandum of General Rickards sub- 
mitted to the Committee to Study the 
Question of the Strength and Organiza- 
tion of the National Guard: 


The Militia Bureau is not prepared at this 
time to advocate any radical departure from 
the present plans as formulated for the organi- 
zation of the Army of the United States. Be- 
lieving, as it does, in the general plan, it can go 
no further than to suggest holding in abeyance 
certain provisions of that plan, and this only 
because of lack of sufficient appropriations for 
its complete development. 

The plan upon which present efforts are based 
was not adopted until after months of careful 
study by officers of both the Regular Establish- 
ment and the National Guard, ail of whom had 
wide experience and broad knowledge concern- 
ing the subject, and it is not believed that 
sufficient time has elapsed to warrant judgment, 
especially of condemnation, upon it. If the 
Militia Bureau were called upon to express an 
opinion based upon the results thus far ob- 
tained, it would be decidedly in favor of the 
plan and of confidence in its ultimate consum- 
mation. 

When we consider the conditions and facili- 
ties available, the necessity for building from 
the ground up, the obstacles that have had to 
be surmounted and the insufficiency of appro- 
priations, the present state of organization of 
the National Guard stands, I believe, as an 
achievement of great magnitude which is gen- 
erally appreciated and reflects well-deserved 
credit on the nation, the states, and those in- 
dividuals who have given unselfishly of their 
time and talent to its accomplishment. No es- 
sential part of the plan can be said to have 
failed in fact or to have proven its infeasibility. 


Requirements of National Guard. 


Our plan of national defense is based on the 
requirement that the National Guard must not 
only be mobilizable on D Day, but that it, in 
conjunction with the small force of Regulars 
which can be made available at the same time, 
shall be prepared to maintain an effective de- 
fensive line behind which the Organized Re- 
serves and other military resources of the nation 
can be made ready for an offensive. To do this 
it must be self-sufficient as to organization, 
equipment, training and strength. 


Increase Necessary. 


The average present strength of National 
Guard units is seventy-one. The minimum peace 
strength of a National Guard infantry company, 
according to present Tables of Organization, is 
ninety-three, and there seems to be good reason 
for anticipating that this unit strength will be 
realized in general when the deve'opment of the 
National Guard shall have become stabilized. 
While units of this strength may suffice for a 
period, we know, from experience gained in 
our most recent war, that the period during 
which units can sustain continuous combat is, 
witrin reasonab'e limits, approximately in direct 
ratio to their strength. 

The thinking military man knows that when 
D Day arrives the present strength of seventy- 
one per unit may be entirely too small, and that 
even the minimum peace strength will have to be 
augmented considerably if endurance shou'd 
prove to be the price of the nation’s security. 
Although the National Guardsmen has been 
exceedingly busy with the work incident to de- 
velopment, he has been revolving this question 
in his mind. He knows that his annual turn- 
over of personnel amounts to thirty or forty 
per cent. of his total strength, and that very 
many of those leaving his command, usually 
because of business requirements, are not only 
que‘ified but would welcome some means where- 
by, without devoting so much time as is neces- 
sary to remain on an active status, they could 
still retain their identity with the commands of 
which they have formed a part and whose for- 
tunes in war they would welcome an opportunity 
to share. The law and regulations exist and 
the plan is feasib'e. Steps necessary to put 
it into execution will be taken. 


Maintaining Di/isions. 


It is prone true that in some instances 
individual states, to which the greater portions 
of divisions have been allotted, could raise 
and maintain complete divisions if relieved from 
all other allotments. In deliberations concern- 
ing these questions the interests of associated 
states, to which have been assigned the duty 
of raising the remaining portions of such divi- 
sions, must be carefully considered, as, should 
such a change of allotment be undertaken, they 
would probably find the task of raising other 
complete divisions an impossible one. 

To skeletonize any of the infantry divisions, 
either those now allocated or additional ones 
which it may be decided to allot and organize, 
would defeat the whole object of our effort to 
create a dependable military force for immediate 
mobilization. : 


Increasing General Officers. 


I am not sure that our policy regarding the 
appointment of higher commanding officers and 
their staffs only when all of the units of their 
ds are organized and recognized is the 
correct one. Many brigades are made up of 
troops from two states and divisions from 
four or more states, each functioning indépend- 
ently and without a co-ordinating head by which 
the organization of such brigades and divisions 
may be accelerated. It occurs io me 
most essential in. such cases that commanding 
officers of brigades and divisions be selected 
and the appointment of staff officers made. With- 
out advancing any ideas as to how. this mav be 
accomlished, I offer it for your consideration. 


The Organization Feasible. 


The Militia Bureau is opposed to any change 
in the basic plan as now adopted, but realizes 
the impossibility, due to insufficiency of funds, 
of completing it in all its details in so far as 
it applies to the National Guard. However, 
the organization of National Guard troops in 
the order mentioned below is sug as feasi- 
ble, advisable and easily adjustable to the de- 
velopment work already accomplished, viz.:

Bental Allowance, Reserve Officers. 


HH. D. V. asks: Can you secure and 
publish a decision from the Director of 
Finance on rental allowance to Reserve 


officers when detailed to active duty with 
officers of the Regular Army, camps of in- 
struction, O.R.C., and C.M.T.C. It is a 
fact that the officers of the Regular estab- 
lishment draw rental allowance while de- 
tailed to this duty, and the officers of the 
Reserve Corps, detailed by same orders 
and on the same kind of duty, are not per- 
mitted to draw said rental allowance. It 
is desired to know why this discrimina- 
tion against O.R.C. in favor of ofticers of 
the Regular Army and National Guard. 

Answer: That Reserve officers while 
on active duty at training camps are not 
entitled to rental allowances is again de- 
cided by the Comptroller General. In 
rendering this decision he upholds his for- 
mer opinion and the regulations issued by 
the Finance Department of the Army. 

The decision is a great disappointment 
to the General Staff and the War Depart- 
ment. Particularly is this so at a time 
when the Secretary of War and the Gen- 
eral Staff are anxious to carry out a pol- 
icy under which there shall be no discrim- 
ination against Reserve officers or the Na- 
tional Guard. There is a possibility that 
one of the Reserve officer claims may be 
taken to the Court of Claims to make a 
test case of it. 

Section 37a of the National Defense act 
provides that ‘a Reserve officer when on 
active duty shall receive the same pay and 
allowances as a Regular Army officer of 
the same grade and length of active ser- 
vice, including mileage from his home to 
his first station and from last station to 
his home.” 

The Comptroller disregards this plain 
provision of existing law. He discusses 
the probability of Reserve officers taking 
their dependents with them when they at- 
tend training camp for fifteen- days dur- 
ing the summer. It is on account of this 
view of the Comptroller that it was neces- 
sary to pass some special legislation dur- 
ing the war in order to secure commuta- 
tion of quarters for officers serving with 
troops and in the field. 

“If a rental allowance is not an allow- 
ance,” remarked a member of the General 
Staff, “I wonder what it is. I am sure if 
the law prohibited paying this allowance 
to Reserve officers no amount of argu- 
ment as to the justice of his claim would 
affect the Comptroller’s decision. He 
would then be a stickler for the language 
of the statutes.” 


RESERVISTS TAKE EXCEPTION 
TO NATIONAL GUARD OPINION. 


The following letter has been received 
by the ARMy AND Navy JourNAL from 
William B. Rosevear, jr., an officer in the 
Reserve Corps who resides in Detroit. The 
letter was written in reply to a sugges- 
tion made in answer to a questionnaire 
sent out by the War Department and pub- 
lished in the JoOURNAL’S news columns 
among many other suggestions, construc- 
tive and otherwise, compiled by the de 
partment. 

The letter: 

“In the JOURNAL of Noy. 4 we note in 
“How to Improve the National Guard” 
the following suggestion : 

“‘Personally I believe that the money 
spent on camps for Reserve officers would 
bring better returns if it was expended 
upon the National Guard. In other words, 
it is the National Guard which should be 
built up, and not so much stress should be 
laid upon former Service men who are 
not willing to align themselves with active 
military organizations. The Army and 
the National Guard are real—the other 
Plans are too visionary.’ 

“This suggestion is neither interesting 
nor pertinent. It is maliciously destruc- 
tive to the Organized Reserves and with- 
out benefit to the National Guard. The 
author of this suggestion does not show 
sufficient understanding of the scope of the 
new Army pian to entitle him to a com- 
mission in any component of the Army. 
A pleasing contrast to malice of this kind 
can be found in the objects of the Reserve 
Officers’ Association propounded at its 
formation, ‘that ‘they recognize them- 
selves to be one component of the Army, 
that they must build up their own com- 
ponent and at the same time assist the 
other two components.’ 

“Inasmuch as the above suggestion 
agninst the Organized Reserves has ap- 
peared in your columns, we hope you will 
publish this reply.

TABLET TO COLONEL BARTON 
ERECTED BY CORNELL B.0.T.C. 


A feature of Armistice Day at Ithaca, 
N.Y., Nov. 11, was the unveiling in the 
drill hall of Cornell University of a me- 
morial tablet to the late Col. F. A. Bar- 
ton, 91, for several years head of the de- 
partment of military science and tactics 
at Cornell. The ceremony of unveiling 
the tablet took place immediately after the 
university convocation. 

Cadet Col. L. M. Orton, '23, spoke in 
behalf of the students, and Col. J. C. Nich- 
ols, the commandant, made the presenta- 
tion speech.

A 
severe heart attack, which culminated in 
his death on Aug. 5, 1921, was caused by 
a heavy cold contracted while on duty at 
the summer training camp at Plattsburg.

It is understood that the Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Army has asked The Adjutant 
General for a decision upon the question 
of the right of Medical Administrative 
Corps officers who are discharged with the 
equivalent of one years’ pay, to enlist 
with a view to retirement upon their 
credit of prior enlisted service. 

Pending announcement of a_ decision 
upon this question, it is inadvisable for 
any Medical Administrative Corps officer 
to select discharge with one year’s pay; 
with enlistment and retirement as his ob- 
ject. It is probable that the decision will 
be rendered shortly, and this decision will 
be published in the ARmMy AND Navy Jour-

LIVING ACCOMMODATIONS 
NEEDED AT TANK SCHOOL. 


Although the War Department has not 
decided where the Tank School will ulti- 
mately be located, it is hoped that the liv- 
ing conditions at its present location, 
Camp Meade, will be improved. Officers 
and men are quartered in buildings con- 
structed during the war, and, being built 
for only temporary shelter, four years after 
the close of hostilities finds them in con- 
stant need of repair. About 1,600 or 
1,700 troops are stationed at Camp Meade, 
and training and instruction in the em- 
ployment of tanks goes on the year round. 
It is stated that one of the reasons why 
the Tank School has not been moved to 
Fort Benning is its accessibility to several 
Atlantic ports in case of emergency. An- 
other strong talking point for its remain- 
ing at Meade is that the present accommo- 
dations at the Infantry School are totally 
inadequate for the personnel stationed at 
Benning. 


14TH CAVALRY GIVES SMOKER 
FOR 9TH FIELD ARTILLERY. 


The 14th Cavalry was host to the 9th 
Field Artillery at a smoker at Fort Des 
Moines on Oct. 30. Col. H. LaT. Cave- 
naugh gave an address of welcome, which 
was responded to by Maj. W. H. Shepherd 
of the Artillery. Colonel Marshall, office 
of Chief of Cavalry, who was on an in- 
spection trip, also spoke. The program 
also included a vaudeville program, ath- 
letic show and movies. 


U.S.A.T. THOMAS RADIO OPERATOR 
COMMENDED FOR QUICK WORK. 


In the report of the Inspector General 
on the S.S. City of Honolulu disaster, 
Corpl. Harold H. Brown, 8.C., who was 
on the U.S.A.T. Thomas, has been com- 
mended for picking up the first C.Q. signal 
sent out from the distressed vessel. 
Within ten minutes after receiving the 
SOS message with position of the burn- 
ing ship, the Thomas had changed her 
course for the scene of the disaster, ar- 
riving on the scene a number of hours 
later. After receiving the passengers 
aboard, the radio equipment of the Thom- 
as was used to transmit numerous com- 
mercial and personal messages. In addi- 
tion 6,000 words of press dispatches were 
sent in connection with the disaster. In 
his report the Inspector General declares 
that the splendid work done in this in- 
stance is solely due to the efficient radio 
service. Two hundred and fifty-one pas- 
sengers were taken from boats and rafts 
from the burning vessel and landed in 
Los Angeles by the Thomas. 


MEMORIAL TO HONOR 
CHAPLAINS OF ARMY AND NAVY. 


The committee on U.S. Army and Navy 
Chaplains of the Federal Council of 
Churches, at a meeting held in Washing- 
ton on Nov. 2, 1922, decided to sponsor 
the idea of a suitable memorial to those 
chaplains who gave their lives during the 
World War.

NEWS NOTES OF THE ; 
AIR SERVICE, U.S. ARMY. 

Crissy Field, Presidio of San Francisco, 
is the only Air Service station in the 9th 
Corps Area at which training activities 
will be carried on to any appreciable ex- 
tent during the winter period. A training 
schedule submitted to the commanding offi- 
cer by Capt. J. W. Signer, A.S., has been 
approved and is now being carried into ef- 
fect. course consisting of theoretical 
and. practical military instruction has been 
established for officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers and appropriate courses for 
the balance of the enlisted personnel. 
These courses will be followed by special 
theoretical and practical instruction which 
pertain to the observation squadron. Photo 
Section No. 15 is also conducting classes 
in its special line of work. 

Maj. R. A. Christie, A.S., who has re- 
cently completed a tour of duty as ‘mili- 
tary attaché in Japan, was a recent visitor 
at Crissy Field. He was accompanied by 
Ist Lieut. W. R. Sweeley, A.S., in mak- 
ing a number of flights around the field 
and has lost little time in getting his hand 
in at the stick after such a long voyage. 

Although they have not yet all arrived, 
the enlisted strength of the 18th Airship 
Co. at Aberdeen Proving Ground, Md., has 
been increased by the transfer of forty- 
five men from Langley Field. Due to the 
curtailment of transportation funds, these 
men are being transported by airplane. 

The enlisted strength of the 49th Squad- 
ron increases very slowly, as enlistments 
do little more than balance discharges. 
Two specialists have been transferred 
from Chanute Field, and the transfer of 
more men from that field is expected in 
the near future. 

The reduction of the Army will result 

in a very small number of non-commis- 
sioned officers of the Air Service being de- 
moted, as practically the only existing ex- 
cess is in the grade of master sergeant, 
which at the: present- time represents a 
surplus of thirty-three. This surplus is 
gradually being reduced by retirements 
nnd expiration of enlistments. There may 
be a few organizations possessing a sur- 
plus of staff sergeants, but the Air Ser- 
vice as a whole is below its authorized 
strength. A number of vacancies are be- 
ing held open in the grade of technical ser- 
geant for those master sergeants whom it 
will be necessary to reduce in order to 
reach the authorized strength. 
Maj. T. J. Hanley, A.S., who has been 
in command of the 2d Squadron and Kind- 
ley Field, Fort Mills, P.I., since his ar- 
rival in the Philippine Department last 
March, has been ordered to Camp Nichols 
for station and to assume command. He 
will be succeeded by Maj. Benjamin Weir, 
A.S., who has recently arrived in the 
Islands. During the period in which Ma- 
jor Hanley has been in command the con- 
structive policies laid down by him have 
resulted in a marked improvement in the 
efficiency of all departments.

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Newspaper Comment 
On Army and Navy 


Saturday Evening Post, Oct. 28: “.... 
the Saturday Evening Post has been asked 
py several peace organizations to urge the 
galling of a second disarmament confer- 
ace. There has been no stronger advo- 
cate of a gradual scaling of armies and 
navies to a police basis than this weekly. 
But taking into consideration the fact that 
at this writing the most important decis- 
jons of the last conference have not been 
confirmed and carried out, in view of the 
temper of Europe and the Far East, in the 
jight of the war by proxy in the Near 
fast, we do not believe that the time is 
ripe for another conference. Until 
the present international crime wave has 
passed America must keep herself in a 
srong defensive condition.” 

Newspapers throughout the country gen- 
erally are now devoting considerable space 
to the problems of the Army and Navy. 
The Arms Conference in Washington may 
have lulled part of the people, and some 
(Congressmen, to sleep, but the editors, as 
a tule, are alive to the defense needs of 
the nation. 

The following extracts from editorials, 
picked at random from the press of the 
country, indicate something of the attitude 
of the newspapers in regard to national 
jefense and kindred subjects: 

Kansas City Star (Independent), Oct. 
5: “. . . To propose to nations that 
gre hardly restrained from flying at each 
other’s throats to undertake a systematic 
aducational peace program would be futile. 
.. . Europe will no more give up its 
ducational system to the promulgation of 
pace than it will throw_down its arms. 
And how far would the National Educa- 
tional Association get in asking France or 
Poland or Russia to disarm?” 

Washington Post (Republican), Oct. 27: 
“ |. A man of peace, if he is wise, 
takes the best care of his weapons of de- 
fense—not that he may be prepared to 
start trouble, but that he may be able to 
protect himself against others who may 
start. So a nation of peace, if it has the 
wisdom that experience has taught, takes 
the best of care of such armaments of de- 
fense as it may hold against future needs.” 

New York Tribune (Republican), Oct. 
%: “It is the old, old lesson,” wrote Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, aged twenty-five years, in 
his Naval War of 1812, “that miserly econ- 
omy in preparation may in the end involve 
alavish outlay of men and money which, 
after all, comes too late to more than par- 
tially offset the evils produced by the orig- 
inal short-sighted parsimony.” 
Philadelphia Inquirer, Nov. 8: “There 
isneed of rigid economy in government ex- 
penditure, but it is open to question if sav- 
ing $23,000,000 by refusing the plea of the 
War Department for $150,000 enlisted 
men and 13,000 officers might not be ex- 
travaganee in the end. It must be 
borne in mind that even with 150,000 men 
the Army can be no more than a first line 
of defense. Its effectiveness in an emer- 
gency will still largely depend upon the 
proper training of the civilian reserves. 
Only carefully thought-out plans for such 
training enabled the military authorities 
to recommend a_ reduction from war 
strength in the first place.” 

Montgomery Advertiser, Nov. 7: “In 
view of the recent action by Congress in 
reducing the Navy to a lower degree of 
éficiency than is provided for by the Wash- 
ington Conference, before a single one of 
the signatory powers has approved the 
treaties, and in view of a reduction of the 
Army which will crowd out many of the 
old-time trained non-commissioned officers, 
thus endangering not only the efficiency of 
the Regular Army, but the Keserve Offi- 
cers’ Training Corps and National Guard, 
it is time for the patriotic American to 
ask himself, ‘Are we not carrying this dis- 
armament idea too far, when we destroy 
our armed forces and strip ourselves of 
the men who are the backbone of our 
armed forces when in time of trouble.’ 
It is time for them to ask themselves, 
‘Shouldn’t the other nations of the world 
shw a disposition at least before we go 
to the unwise extreme of stripping our- 
selves of every means of defense?’ ”

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1S. NAVY OFFERS FINE CHANCE 

TO YOUNG AMERICANS. 
The Navy this week is beginning an in- 
jensive campaign for recruits, as 38,000 
ung Americans are wanted in the U.S. 
‘avy, to be trained into artisans, machin- 
ist, aviators, gunners, radiomen, torpedo- 
gen, electricians, clerks, submarinemen 
wd the other vocations necessary to the 
gperation of Uncle Sam’s fighting ships 
sod the naval shore establishments. From 
yow on for many weeks the recruiting 
pfices will be busy enlisting young men 
who elect to take advantage of the un- 
doubted opportunities which the Navy of- 


fers them. 

The new recruiting is to find men to 
take the places of those whose enlistments 
lave expired or who are leaving the Ser- 
rice to go into the Reserve or retirement. 
for instance, the Navy this year is_los- 
ing 2,000 chief petty officers who have 
grved the required time and are now go- 
ing on the retired list with good pay. 
These men, whatever occupations they may 
have in mind to take up, will continue to 
jraw from $67.to $134 a month from the 
Government for the rest of their lives. 
This is a reward for long and faithful 
grvice granted by law. 

Those who are retired after sixteen 
years’ service will get $67 a month. Those 
who have served a full twenty years will 
gt $105 a month. A man who retires 
after thirty years’ service gets $134 a 
month for life. These allowances amount 
to $804. $1.260 and $1,608 a year, re- 
spectively. Inasmuch as a boy can enlist 
in the Navy at the age of eighteen, it will 
pe seen that he can gain the smallest of 






these rewards when he is but thirty-four 
years old, and needs only to stay in the 
Service until he is forty-eight in order to 
secure the largest. 

Of those apparently qualified who ap- 
ply for enlistment only one in three can 
get in at all. The Navy is now able to 
pick its men with great care. 


REAR ADMIRAL MOFFETT, U.S.N., 
RADIOS TALK ON AVIATION. 


In connection with the American Ma- 
rine Exposition at Grand Central Palace, 
New York, Nov. 11, Rear Admiral Wil- 
liam A. Moffett, Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics, U.S.N., delivered an address 
by radio telephone, in which the history of 
naval aviation was told with a resumé of 
its activities from the detail of the first 
U.S. Navy officer to training in flying, in 
1911, through the valuable service of the 
Naval Reserve and Regular aviation force 
in the World War, and down to the pres- 
ent time, when the Bureau of Aeronautics 
is engaged in extensive development of the 
flying arm.

General business, with few exceptions, con- 
tinues to show slow improvement. Carloadings 
recently made what may be accepted as a new 
high record for all time, although actual figures 
were below the peak reached in October, 1920. 
The reason for this was an abnormally light 
movement of coal, sufficient cars not being avail- 
able to meet the demand. The result shows, 
however, that there is nothing the matter with 
business. The fact that there is a car shortage 
should not be taken as pessimistically as is being 
done in some quarters. If all the freight offered 
cannot be moved.at this time, it not mean 
that this freight will be lost to the railroads, 
but that it will simply be deferred for the time 
being. In the case of coal; for instance, that 
which is not moved to the market at present 
will be moved a few weeks later, when the de- 
mand for grain cars has subsided, and from 
the standpoint of the railroad business, 
nothing will be lost. The very fact that traffic 
can be deferred is bullish on rail stocks, as it 
will give the carriers more than normal business 
in the poorer months of the year, such as Janu- 
ary and February. 


Labor Shortage and the Tariff. 


Bank clearings show some irregularities, but 
are above those of a year ago. Postal receipts 
and savings bank accounts show gains. There 
is an acute shortage of labor in many districts 
and wages are advancing as a consequence. Under 
present immigration laws, the shortage of com- 
mon labor is likely to become acute in a few 
yesrs. This of course will result in decidedly 
higher operating costs in such industries as 
copper, iron and steel, and transportation. For- 
eign trade figures are not satisfactory. 

The new tariff has caused a decided slump in 
imports, while exports are increasing. Under 
the circumstances, there is little chance for a 
redistribution of the world’s gold supply, but 
in fact it is baw certain to continue piling 
in America. e danger in this is found in 
rising commodity prices. A plethora of credit 
allows an expansion of domestie buying wer, 
which in turn calls for higher wages ay com- 
medity prices until the old vicious circle of in- 
ffation may be underway before it is realized. 
A symptom is found in the remarkable advance 
in prices during October, Bradstreet reporting 
this to be 6.7% over September. The reflection 
on industry is not sound, because raw materials 
advance faster than the finished product and 
the margin of profit on production is reduced. 


Oils Are Down. 


The petroleum industry continues technically 
weak. Domestic production for the week ended 
Nov. 4 amoun to 1,615,200 barrels daily, 
compared with 1,583,250 barrels in the preced- 
ing week. Imports totaled 2,499,700 barrels 
against 2,099,086 barrels. Production is now 
equal to more than 48,000,000 barrels monthly 
against from 46,300,000 to 46,400,000 for July, 
August and September. 

The maximum consumption period has passed, 
and in passing it made no appreciable inroads 
on surplus oil in storage. The price of Smack- 
over, Arkansas, crude, declined from 75 cents 
to 50 cents a bairci last week, while gasoline 
is down to 10% cents a gallon for new Navy 
specification. Independent refiners do not have 
a favorable earnings outlook. 


Copper Trading Calls for Patience. 


There has recently been some activity in cop- 
per securities which is hardly justified. Quoted 
prices for the metal remain consistently below 
14 cents a pouni, while certain sellers are 
glad to accept even lower prices. Refined cop- 
per in the United States is estimated at about 
250,000,000 pounds, while production is run- 
ving at abo:t 140,000,000 pounds a month, 
with consumption at about 160,000,000 pounds 
monthly. 

The surplus is being reduced at the rate of 
around 20,000,000 pounds monthly, and with 
a normal stock on hand of 150,000,000 pounds 
it will take in the neighborhood of five months 
on the present basis to adjust the industry to 
normal. But as demand increases, production, 
which is now at about 65% of capacity, may 
also increase and a longer time be required be- 
fore the surplus hanging over the market is 
disposed of. 

Copper securities do not yet appear to be ad- 
visable purchases unless the buyer is willing to 
exercise a good deal of patience. , 


The Bond Market and Railroad Stocks. 


Credit is abundant, although interest rates 
are firm. The reaction which higher quotations 
for money have brought about in the bond 
market affords an opportunity to investors to 
place their funds on. an attractive yield basis. 
A little later on, interest rates should decline 
and bonds register advances. 

The stock market has been subject to a good 
deal of irregularity, but in the main the buil 
market is not over, and the explanation of the 
reaction is simply top-heaviness. Railroad stocks 
are again emphasized as offering the better 
speculative medium. Among dividend payers, 
New York Central, Chesapeake & Ohio, Lehigh 
Valley, and Atlantic Coast Line are particularly 
attractive.

IIEUT. D. W. TOMLINSON, U.S.N., 
ACQUITTED BY G.C.M. 


Lieut. Daniel W. ‘Tomlinson, U.S.N., 
was tried by a G.C.M. at the U.S. Naval 
Air Station, San Diego, Calif., March 28, 
1922, and was acquitted of the charge of 
nanslaughter, and its specification. The 
finding and acquittal were disapproved by 
the Secretary of the Navy.

12106) : else the advantage to the old sol- 
dier will be lost. This bill is favored be- 
cause it precludes the possibility of en- 
listed men retiring with the retired pay 
and allowances of private, as is at pres- 
ent the case.—R. W. W. 

I think a “graded retirement bill” would 
be the most beneficial for the Government 
and the; most satisfactory to the enlisted 
The smaller the. Regular Army, the

greater the need of a reserve force. A 
graded retirement bill, say after sixteen 
years’ service allows a man to pass to the 
Reserve upon application, with one-half 
pay, subject to call for the balance of the 
number of years required for full retire- 
ment. After twenty years two-thirds pay, 
same as above. After twenty-five years 
allow an enlisted man to retire with three- 
fourths pay and allowances as at present. 
This would build up a reserve force and 
at the same time be satisfactory and just 
to the enlisted men. The question of dou- 
ble time to be decided by the powers that 
be. I am in favor of any retirement bill 
that will improve the morale of the Army, 
and H.R. 12106, the proposed twenty-five- 
year bill, or a graded retirement, would 
answer the purpose. I will give my un- 
qualified support to whatever bill the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL decides to sup- 
port.—Master Sergt., Ord. 

The deduction of one per cent. from the 
pay of the men will not cause even moder- 
ate dissatisfaction unless it occurs among 
young men serving their first three years. 
The main point is this: The Fish bill 
holds out to all of us who expect to retire 
a remuneration in the future sufficient for 
our support.

Two Bills Reprinted. 


The Fish Bill for 
25-yr. Retirement. 


H.R. 12106. — That 
hereafter all enlisted 
men who have served 
honorably in the United 
States Army may be re- 
tired at the expiration 
of twenty-five years’ 
service regardless of 
their grade or rank 
then held and with not 
less than $100 per 
month as their retired 
pay, and allowance to 
which they would he 
entitled if retired with 
thirty years’ service 
now provided for by 
law. 

Provided, That the 
petition signed hy the 
enlisted men be ac- 
cepted and the enlisted 
men’s wishes be 
granted; that the en- 
listed men of the 
United States Army 
shall create a fund by 
a deduction of one per 
cent. of each enlisted 
man’s pay which they 
feel wifl more than pay 
the difference between 
this rate of retirement 
and the retirement now 
provided by law. 


A Straight 25-yr. Re- 
tirement’ Bill. 


Be it enacted by the 
Senate and House of 
Representatives in Con- 
gress assembled, that 
hereafter when an en- 
listed man of the Army 
shall have served 
twenty-five complete 
years he may be placed 
upon the retired list 
with pay at the rate of 
three-fourths of that re- 
ceived at date of retire- 
ment, and in lieu of 
rations, clothing, fuel, 
light and quarters he 
shall receive monthly 
$15.75 in addition to 
pay authorized by this 
act, Provided, That for 
twelve months follow- 
ing the passage of this 
act the Secretary of 
War will determine the 
number and grades of 
enlisted men to be re- 
tired each month. Pro- 
vided further, That in 
computing time neces- 
sary for retirement all 
service in Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps may 
be counted. ds

J. W.—The omission of any mention of travel 
pay to enlisted men to bona fide home by the 
act of Sept. 22, 1922, effectually repeais the 
provision therefor in the act of Feb. 28, 1919, 
and payment of travel pay will hereafter be 
made to the place of acceptance of enlistment 
only. 

G. W. S.—Congress having decreed that ‘‘no 
vacancies in the grade of warrant officer (ex- 
clusive of warrant officers, Mine Planter Ser- 
vice), shall be filed until the number is re- 
duced to six hundred, and thereafter the num- 
ber shall not be increased above six hundred,” 
it is not possible to estimate in what year a 
man who now may happen to be on, or restored 
to, the eligible list could hope for an appoint- 
ment to grade of warrant officer. 

P. G. G. asks: (1) I enlisted Noy. 11, 1920. 
Am I entitled to the $90 and $75 allowance? 
(2) I was appointed private 1st class July 15, 
1922, and I was entitled to the new pay of 
$30 for private Ist class and I was reduced to 
private two months later. I have not re- 
enlisted. Am I entitled to the new pay? 

Answer: (1) You will be entitled on dis- 
charge Nov. 10, 1923, to $90 on account of 
your three-year enlistment entered upon Nov. 
11, 1920, and on re-enlistment you will re- 
ceive $75 under the act of June 10, 1922, 
(2) You are entitled to $21 a month as private. 

PLOTTER asks: On June 380, 1921, I was 
given a plotter’s rating, which expired June 30, 
1922, and would have been rerated but for the 
fact that the act of June 30, 1922, wiped out 
all Coast Artijiery ratings. Consequently, 
through no fault of mine, I am no longer rated 
as p.otter, although I am filling the position. 
Do I lose this pay, or does the saving clause 
protect me during the remainder of my enlist- 
ment? 

Answer: The rating having expired June 30, 
1922, the saving clause does not apply. 

J. K. H. asks: Was discharged from the 
Service on Nov. 7, 1921, and clothing settled 
to separation from the Service on that date. Re- 
enlisted on Nov. 8, 1921, and again paid for 
the clothes which I retained at half price. 
Should I have paid for the same clothes twice, 
or should the initial allowance be credited to 
me on my re-enlisting? 

Answer: Yes, your paying for the clothes at 
half price, if serviceable, is in accordance with 
the regulations. 


DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER 
GENERAL. 


No Saving Clause for Vice Admirals. 

The Comptroller General points out that the 
.act of May 22, 1917, does not give an officer 
the grade of vice admiral, but authorizes him to 
have the rank and pay thereof. The act of 
June 10, 1922, gives to rear admirals while 
serving in the grade of vice admiral a personal 
money allowance of $500, in addition to the 
pay and alowances of a rear admiral (upper 
half). ‘The grade of the officer remains as it 
was before and to which he must return after 
being detached from the duty of vice admiral,” 
says the Comptroller General, who continues: 
“It is only his regular grade upon which the 
act of June 10, 1922, operates and which may 
not be decreased. Sec. 16, act of June 10, is 
construed not to authorize pay on and after 
July 1, 1922, to a vice admiral at the annual 
rate prescribed in Sec. 18, act of May 18, 1917.” 


Coast Guard Death Benefit. 

There is no longer any authority for a pay- 
ment of two years’ pay as provided in the act 
of May 4, 1882, to beneficiaries of officers or 
men of the Coast Guard who have died in active 
service as a result of injury or disease con- 
tracted in line of duty. The Comptroller Gen- 
eral points out that the War Risk Insurance act 
terminated all other death gratuities for the war 
period; the act of May 18, 1920, put the Coast 
Guard on the same basis as the Navy as to pay 
and allowances, and that the act of June 4, 
1920, re-enacting with amendment the death 
gratuity provided for the Navy in the act of 
Aug. 22, 1912, provides “that the provisions 
of this section shall apply to . . ._ the 
Coast Guard.” The decision says that the Coast 
Guard death benefit of six months’ pay in the 
act of June 4, 1920, is in substitution for the 
former Coast Guard benefit of two years’ pay, 
and not in addition thereto. 


When Gasoline Is a Legitimate Travel Expense. 

In the case of travel under competent orders 
in connection with duty with the National Guard, 
an officer submitted expense voucher for gaso- 
line and oil consumed on his travel in a bor- 
rowed automobile. The Comptroller says that if 
the cost of gasoline and oil does not exceed 
the railroad fare for the journey between the 
same places, the charge is a proper one. 


Battalion Adjutant Commanding Headquarters 
Company. 


The battalion adjutant, by reason of his as- 
signment, takes charge of the headquarters com- 
pany. He does not “belong” to the headquar- 
ters company but to the battalion headquarters, 
composed of himself and the battalion com- 
mander. As an officer “not belonging to an or- 
ganization” Sec. 109, N.D.A., provides that he 
“shall receive not more than fOur-thirtieths of 
the monthly base pay of” his grade, ete. In 
his case, the Comptroller says, the $240 pro- 
vided by Sec. 14, act of June 10, 1922, being 
in addition to the pay, generally, provided by 
Sec. 109, N.D.A., and not being limited as is the 
$240 provided in Sec. 109 for eaptains com- 
manding organizations in addition to drill pay 
it follows that the batta'ion staff officer in com- 
mand of the battalion headquarters company. is 
eutitled to the $240 additional pay for officers 
in command of organizations less than a brigade
